Rome^ Jan. 84. — For another day 
the body of Benedict XV will lie in 
state. The funeral ceremonial will 
thus be delayed until Thursday. An 
offlclsl announcement to this effect 
wan rosde this afternoon, with the 
(luallfiostlon, however, that should 
previous burial be ndvtsable the final 
rites would occur tomorrow, as orig- 
inally arranced 

Deneillct's tomb will face that In 
whliji Pope Plus VI lies, II adjoins 
lliMl of (JiiM'n ("lirlsli.ina of Sweden, 
who.
